AMERICA TELLS ALLIES 
IT DESIRES NEW PARLEY 


Washington, April 22.—The United 


States government will not consent to 
imposition of impossible indemnities up- 
on German, and has so informed Great 
Britain, France and Italy. 


In an indirect communication to Ber- 


lin late yesterday Secretary of State 
Hughes declared that this government 
"strongly de-sues" that the reparations 
negotiations be immediately reopened 
with a view to a speedy and just settle- 
ment. 
Copies of the communications 


were sent .it the same time to the 
allied embassies, it was learned later 
from diplomatic sources.

German note was taken to the White

Hughes and the reply went forward a 
short time afterwards. 
Faced by the almost certain occupa- 


tion of more territory by French forces 
on May 1, Germany will lose no time 
In accepting Amenca-s offer, in the 
opinion of the representatives here of 
both neutral and allied governments. 
Their analysis of Secretary Hughes re- 
ply has convinced them that while the 
United States is anxious for a reopen- 
ing of negotiations it has no intention 
of bringing about a situation out of 
which Germany may emerge with a 
greatly lessened burden. 
They point 


out that the best the United States has 
offered is to consider

many's proposal to the allies "in a man 
ner acceptable" to them. 


Official and unofficial reports from

"Learning that some homi newspapers 


are stating thai Americans in Japan 
are being mistreated In Japanese in- 
quiries were sent to American result-nts, 
including 
men connected 
with

known business firms and missionaries 
who travel extensively over the Empire. 
Thirty-five replies were received from 
twenty-four cities: and towns in all sec- 
tions of Japan. 


"To the question. 'Puring the past 


few months have you or any Americans 
known to you been mistreated by the 
Japanese?' Thirty-three answered with 
a positive 'Xo ' Two mention minor in- 
cidents, one adding. ""Where occasion 
has been given for friendly explanation 
says, 'Xo harm done. Probably imiire- 
all friction has disappeared.' The other 
mediated.' One man sends a telegram 
from an extreme outpost. 'Only kind 
treatment.' 
In reply to personal in- 


quiry the American Consul General "i 
Yokohama said that we might u-^ the 
strongest words in the English language 
in denying the foundation for rumors 
regarding mistreatment of Americas. 


"In reply to the question. 'How do 


conditions in thN respect compare with 
those of the past?" Twenty eight st.ite- 
that there is no change, many taking 
occasion to r.">fer to the cordial treat- 
ment they ha\e nveivi-d throughout 
their stay in .lapan. Three st;tU that 
perhaps conditions are slightly worse 
and four note improvement. There js 
evidence in some of the letters of strong 
feeling among- the Japanese as to the 
injustice of discriminatory legislation ;n 
America; but there is no indication that 
this is resulting in mistreatment of 
Americans." 


WOULD COPY THE 


AIRSHIPS OF ITALY 


Rome.—The United States has ask- 


ed the Italian government to lend to 
America the services of an engineer 
skilled in the construction of semi- 
rigid dirigible airships and several other 
men to aid :n the building in the United 
States of ciaft like the Roma, the big 
dirigible purchased from Italy. 
The 


Italian government has granted the re- 
quest and the Italian engineer, destine 
Usuelli. designer of the Roma will supply 
plans and instructions fur the proposed 
American craft. 


It is understood that the Americans 
have intimated that they would be glad 
to have the services of Signor Xobili. 
the builder of the Roma and also her 
Italian crew to aid in airship building. 
It is stated that the American airships 
Of til csame kind as the "Roma are to 
be five meters shorter than the Italian 
vessel bought by America, so that they 
can be sheltered in the American han- 
gars. 


Signor 
Usuelli 
is planning larger 
dirigibles for Italy. 
"I inti-ud to start 


immediately the construction of another 
dirigible measuring 40,000 cubic meters, 
the largest that can enter the present 
Italian hangars," he said. 
"This new 
ship'will replace the Roma, but will be 
able to fly without alighting almost 
twice as long. 


"My ne.xt great construction will be a 


Supergaint, semi-rigid dirigible for the 
construction of which I must await the 
arrival from Germany of three colossal 
hangars assigned to Italy. I shall then 
build an airship L'20 meters in lengths, 
34 In height and 120,000 cubic- meters 
in volume. 
It will be equipped with 


24 motors of 250 horsepower each of 
which only one-third will be in use at 
a time. 
The other two-thirds will be 
kept in reserve so that each motor will 
work only six or seven hours, and will 
have from 10 to 12 hours for rest and 
cleaning. 


"This dirigible will be able to fly for 


10 days consecutively and • therefore 
could-make the tour of the world alight- 
ing only once. 
It will carry 100 pas- 
sengers besides a crew of 2"i and 10 
servants and will cost 10,000,000 lire. 


"My chief desire is," said Engineer 


Ufiuelli, "to demonstrate that a dirigible 
can' fly in any weather and Ftand any 
Btorm, alighting without need of a 
hangar. 
"I also wish to demonstrate that the 


dirigible is a good business proposition."

Children 
Undernourished 


Are Cared For By Gifts 
From Generous Hearted 
Americans—Help Asked 
Here. 


The' extenf of malnutrition among the 


children of Austria is 
sufficient 
to 


menace the future of an entire genera- 
tion according to a thorough investiga- 
tion 
of 
conditions 
in 
this 
central 


European country, made for the Hoover 
.Relief organization, and announced here 
through the Licking county committee 
for European relief. 
And this is the 


condition irt but one of the nations of 
Europe 
where 
suffering, 
especially 


among: the women and children, is in- 
tense. 
' 
It is this condition, and the realiza- 


tion of the fact that prompt help is 
necessary to save furture generations, 
that the relief work was organized. 


To these children, 300,000 of them, all 


under 27 must be fed 338 tons of food 
each week to avert wholesale starva- 
tion, the Newark committee was in- 
formed, 
it is to purchase and distribute 


this food that the relief commission un- 
dertook to raiso 33 million dollars. 


The plan to be used here is to have 


individuals and organizations "adopt" 
:i certain number of children and pledge 
support for them until the next har- 
vest. This will cost'$10 for each child 
adopted. 


At the present time, the American 


relief administration by its system of 
food kitchens is able to feed 73 per 
cent of the badly undernourished in 
Austria, including practically all of the 
more seriously st'trved of the school 
children. Only 25 per cent of the chil- 
dren between the ages of three and six 
years are hudly in need of food, have 
been reached, while no attempt has 
been made to feed the babies under 
three years old. The European 
chil- 


dren's fund has exceeded its 14 year age 
limit, however, in the case of nearly 
10,000 bo\s between the ages of 15 and 
17. 


The American relief program is pat 


terened after that used by Herbert Hoov- 
er in Belgium during the war 
It is al- 


so in use in Poland, Czecho Slovakia, 
and Hungary 
The first kitchens were 


opened shortly after the armistice with 
the anticipation that American support 
might be withdrawn after the harvests 
of 1920 leaving the local committees 
to carrv on the work alone. 
Economic 


rehabilitation has been slower than was 
anticipatid and the kitchens must he 
maintained for another year. 
That is why Licking county will be 


called upon to "adopt" 1280 children. A 
few of this number already have been 
provided for. The others will go hun- 
gry, perhaps die, if Newark and Lick 
ing countv does not respond to this call 
The Licking- county committee will in 
a few days announce the plan by which 
these adoptions may be made.
